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Roman  Consul  proves  it  with  second  Chelmsford 


Roman  Consul,  until  then  a 
graduation  performer,  created  a 
sensation  when  he  beat  Winfreux 
in  Tattersall's  Club's  weight-for¬ 
age  Chelmsford  last  year,  but  he 
proved  that  it  was  no  freak  per¬ 
formance  when  he  repeated  the 
victory  this  year  at  Randwick  on 
September  14. 

It  was  a  disappointing  field  of  three 
runners,  but  Roman  Consul  put  the 
hall-mark  of  quality  on  this  year’s  per¬ 
formance  by  defeating  the  Derby  winner, 
Swift  Peter,  and  running  time  1  49  3/5 
which  closely  approached  record  figures. 

The  1951  Melbourne  Cup  winner, 
Delta,  won  three  Chelmsford  stakes  in 
succession  and  in  the  third  in  1952 
he  established  a  new  nine  furlongs 
record  for  the  race  with  1  49  i  which 
also  became  the  Australasian  record. 

Roman  Consul’s  1967  Chelmsford 
victory  was  achieved  on  a  heavy  track 
in  which  the  nine  furlongs  proved  very 
slow,  1  56.  1/10.  In  the  circumstances 
it  was  a  game  performance  to  run  down 
the  brilliant  Winfreux  to  score  by  a 
neck. 

On  that  performance  Roman  Consul 
was  rated  a  Derby  prospect  but  when 
he  appeared  to  have  the  race  at  his 
mercy  along  came  Swift  Peter  and  his 
own  stablemate  Great  Exploits  to  put 
him  into  third  place. 

He  improved  on  that  with  a  second 
to  Savoy,  beaten  only  three  quarters  of 
a  length  in  the  Victoria  Derby  a  month 
later. 

Much  credit  goes  to  the  persever¬ 
ance  and  patience  of  owner  Len  Plasto 
and  Trainer  Tom  Smith  for  their  delay¬ 
ing  tactics  in  the  future  racing  of 
Roman  Consul.  He  had  won  only  two 
races  when  brought  back  from  a  spell 
for  his  four-year-old  Spring  Campaign 
of  the  new  season. 

But  the  stable  policy  appears  cer¬ 
tain  to  pay  dividends.  At  his  first  start 
he  won  a  Warwick  Farm  Flying  at  15/1 
in  July,  was  third  in  another  Rosehill 
Flying  in  August  to  Royal  Rene  and 
Winged  Beauty. 

From  that  point  on  he  began  to 
thrive  to  such  an  extent  that  trainer 
T.  J.  Smith  declared  him  a  certainty 
to  win  our  Club’s  Chelmsford  Stakes 
and  the  Metropolitan  to  boot.  He  ful¬ 
filled  the  first  leg  of  that  double,  and 
continues  to  progress  so  persistently 
that  he  seems  certain  to  reach  the  high 
standard  of  racing  earlier  predicted  for 
him. 


who  has  been  a  popular  member  of 
Tattersall’s  Club  over  the  last  34  years. 
Owner  of  numerous  hotels  he  became 
chairman  of  the  United  Licensed  Vic¬ 
tuallers,  a  position  he  maintained  for 
nearly  20  years,  during  which  he  was 
also  elected  national  chairman  for 
Australia  for  a  period. 

Mr.  Plasto  has  been  a  consistent 
supporter  of  the  Turf  but  his  colors 
had  had  little  luck  until  he  paid  $3300 
for  Roman  Consul  at  the  New  Zealand 
sales  of  1966. 

The  Chelmsford  was  a  peculiarly  run 
race  with  Geo  Moore  using  his  whoa- 
and-go  tactics  which  he  adopted  in 
some  past  weight-for-age  events.  Like 
a  concertina,  he  varied  his  mount’s 
lead  in  the  race  between  four  and  two 
lengths. 

Whether  this  bamboozled  Ray  Selkrig 
the  rider  of  Swift  Peter,  may  be  open 
to  doubt.  But  in  the  writer's  estima¬ 
tion  the  best  horse  won,  whatever  the 
effect  of  the  concertina  action.  The 
margin  of  three  quarters  of  a  length 
plus  the  excellent  time  recorded  proved 
this. 


$5000  IN  LATE  RETURN 

Dawn's  Pride  brought  $5000  at  the 
New  Zealand  yearling  sales  three  years 
ago  because  she  was  by  Agricola,  sire 
of  metropolitan  winner  General  Com¬ 


mand,  and  numerous  classic  winners 
in  Australia  and  New  Zealand. 

Her  purchaser  was  trainer  T.  J. 
Smith  of  Sydney  acting  for  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  F.  Harder  with  hopes  of  a  devel¬ 
opment  of  stamina  which  would  bring 
rewards  in  the  big  Spring  and  Autumn 
classics  for  three-year-old  fillies. 

She  did  get  a  run  in  the  Randwick 
A.  J.  C.  Oaks  1J  miles  but  failed  to 
reach  standard,  and  after  being  pro¬ 
minent  to  the  last  half  mile  she  fin¬ 
ished  fifth  to  Adelaide  filly,  Lowland. 

All  Dawn's  Pride  managed  was  a 
brace  of  wins  in  Canterbury  graduation 
races. 

However,  she  made  some  amends 
with  success  in  our  Club’s  Furious 
Stakes  for  mares  and  fillies  over  seven 
furlongs  at  Randwick  on  September  14. 

While  the  speedsters  were  making 
haste  K.  Langby  kept  Dawn's  Pride  un¬ 
der  double  wraps  and  wide  out  because 
she  is  field  shy  until  well  into  the 
straight.  Once  over  the  rise  he  gave 
her  full  rein  and  she  scored  a  hand¬ 
some  neck  victory  over  Traditional, 
who  found  the  seven  furlongs  just 
beyond  her  with  Star  of  Venus  (unlucky 
in  a  pocket  in  the  straight)  a  close  third. 

So  although  she  missed  out  as  an 
early  stayer,  the  Dawn's  Pride  buy  may 
now  prove  a  satisfactory  venture.  Her 
Furious  Stakes  run  was  only  her  second

FOUR  WINS  FROM  SEVEN 
STARTS  TO  TRAINER  T.  J. 
SMITH 

It  was  a  feather  in  the  cap  of  a 
trainer  who  has  been  a  member  of 
Tattersall’s  Club  since  1948  to  run 
seven  horses  at  the  Club’s  Spring  meet¬ 
ing  at  Randwick  on  September  14  and 
win  four  races.  The  trainer  was  Tommy 
Smith  and  the  horses  were,  in  their 
order  of  success,  Dawn’s  Pride,  Roman 
Consul,  Prince  Grant  and  Jupiter. 

Tommy  Smith  says  he  has  won  four 
races  on  a  single  day's  programme  20 
times. 

In  his  September  14  triumphs  Dawn’s 
Pride  was  a  7/1  chance  comparatively 
neglected  in  the  betting,  but  his  next 
two,  Roman  Consul  10/9  on  and  Prince 
Grant  9/4,  were  favorites  with  the 
public. 

But  the  punting  public  turned  their 
backs  on  Jupiter  and  his  odds  drifted 
from  7/2  to  7/1. 

But  that  did  not  prevent  his  winning 
in  a  tight  finish  from  dead-heaters 
Mullen's  Lane  and  Matey. 

Jupiter,  a  high  priced  luxury  yearling 
buy  at  $32,800,  was  boomed  even  be¬ 
fore  he  began  racing,  and  throughout 
his  early  career. 


But  he  won  only  four  races  of  modest 
standing  before  he  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  some  ailment  which 
necessitated  a  prolonged  spell. 

There  were  hopes  of  a  return  to 
form  when  he  came  back  and  began 
to  show  track  promise  to  such  an 
extent  that  after  two  preparatory  runs 
he  was  sent  out  a  5/4  favorite  for  a 
Rosehill  nine  furlongs  Welter  on  August 
31.  He  finished  an  inglorious  13th  in 
a  field  of  15.  For  most  Turf  critics  that 
led  to  a  total  renunciation  of  Jupiter. 
But  just  to  outwit  these  critics  he  gal¬ 
loped  better  than  ever  in  the  week 
before  our  Tattersall's  meeting.  But 
punters  still  refused  the  lure,  saying  it 
was  a  sprat  to  catch  a  mackerel,  and 
they  turned  their  backs  on  him. 

But  with  a  change  of  jockeys  (after 
an  injury  to  Schumacher)  to  Des  Lake 
came  to  light  in  a  tight  finish  to  win 
our  Club  Welter  by  the  proverbial 
whisker. 

It  might  have  been  Lake’s  drive 
which  did  the  trick,  who  can  turn  it  on 
when  necessary.  He  had  won  the  two 
previous  races  on  Royal  Rene  and 
Prince  Grant.  He  must  have  called  up 
a  super  jet  force  in  the  last  few  strides 
of  Tattersall's  Welter  which  simply 
made  Jupiter  pull  out  something  better 
than  he  had  ever  achieved  before. 

The  writer  hopes  he  continues  to  do 
this.  He  is  a  fine,  big,  strong  horse  who 
could  be  anything  if  driven  to  it  in  the 
Lake  manner. 


LONG  WAIT  FOR  A  FAMILY 
OF  FOUR 

A  family  of  four  had  a  long  wait  for 
Prince  Grant  to  resume  as  a  winner, 
and  another  agonising  delay  to  see  if 
he  got  the  verdict  in  Tattersall's  Club’s 
Spring  Handicap  at  Randwick  on  Sep¬ 
tember  14. 

The  family  consisted  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
W.  J.  Bradshaw  and  their  married 
daughters  Mesdames  M.  0.  Kellett  and 
R.  K.  Mason,  registered  owners  of  this 
earlier  handicap  and  weight-for-age 
champion  stayer. 

Prince  Grant  had  won  11  races  in¬ 
cluding  the  Derby  and  Sydney  Cup  at 
Randwick.  But  he  notched  his  last  suc¬ 
cess  for  two  years  when  he  won  the 
Colin  Stephen  Stakes  weight-for-age  at 
the  A.  J.  C.  Spring  carnival  in  October 
1966. 

A  six  months  spell  saw  him  return 
to  training,  a  thoroughly  revived  six 
year  old  this  season,  however,  and 
a  long  preparation  began  in  July  which 
renewed  his  acquaintance  with  number 
one  stall  at  the  weighing-in  for  our 
Club's  Spring  Handicap. 

While  they  awaited  the  half  head 
verdict  over  Raad  for  Prince  Grant  his 
backers  were  getting  ready  to  roast 
Lake  if  he  lost  for  beginning  a  run 
round  the  field  to  lead  into  the  straight 
as  far  back  as  the  half  mile.  It  was  a 
daring  move,  but  Lake  says  he  likes 
to  adopt  such  tactics  when  he  feels 
that  a  horse  is  going  generously,  and 
this  was  the  case  with  Prince  Grant. 
Anyhow  he  proved  right  in  this  instance, 
meagre  as  the  verdict  was. 

The  A.J.C.  handicapper,  Ken  Good¬ 
win,  had  his  critics  for  giving  Prince 
Grant  9.7  in  recent  races,  but  what 
about  Raad.  Prince  Grant  justifies  a 
tall  handicap  for  11  past  wins.  Raad 
had  8.11  for  only  four  wins.  Unlucky 
and  close  seconds  have  dogged  Raad 
and  Lake’s  hurried  advance  to  the  lead 
in  our  Spring  Hep.  was  wise  in  the  cir¬ 
cumstances,  for,  ridden  otherwise,  Raad 
would  have  been  near  enough  to  catch 
and  defeat  him. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Bradshaw,  one  of  Sydney’s 
big  building  contractors  came  into  Turf 
prominence  when  he  won  the  1954 
A.J.C.  Derby  with  Prince  Delville  trained 
by  Stan  Lamond,  a  senior  member  of 
our  Club  but  now  retired  from  training. 
Prince  Delville  also  won  the  Xmas  Cup 
and  Anniversary  Handicap. 

Mr.  Bradshaw  has  always  shared 
ownership  of  his  horses  with  his  wife 
and  daughters. 

He  has  been  a  member  of  Tat¬ 
tersall’s  since  1960.
